President accused of deception

“ The president may say peace, 
peace—but there is no peace and 
there never was,” McGovern said 
on the (CBS) television broadcast. 
“ We see now that...it was actually 


a deception designed to raise our 
hopes before we went to vote on 
Tuesday,” McGovern said. 
China said Nixon took “ a big step 
backward” in the quest for peace by 
stating in a television speech of his 
own

that 
the 
agreement 
with 
Hanoi 
was 
“ substantial” 
rather 
than 
“ complete.” 
“ U.S. 
President Richard Nix­ 
on, indicated that the United States 
will go on putting off the signing of 
the agreement ending the war and 
restoring peace,” the official New 
China News Agency said in a 


commentary from Peking.

delegation statement issued in Paris 
called on Washington again to sign 
the draft which the Vietnamese 
Communists claim President Nixon 
had approved Oct. 20 as definitive, 
and which they said he had promised 
to sign Oct. 31.

Enemy captures 
another hamlet 
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SAIGON 
(U PI) 
—Communist 
troops, battling for as much land as 
possible in South Vietnam before a 
cease-fire, captured one hamlet and 
invaded another Friday within 13 
miles of Saigon, military sources 
said. 
South Vietnamese troops seized 
two Communist positions in heavy 
fighting elsewhere in the country. 
One of them was near An Loc, 60 
miles north of Saigon, and the other 
was the strategic district town of 
Que Son on the central coast, field 
reports said. 
In the close penetration to the 
capital, Communist and government 
forces battled Friday night on the 
outskirts of Binh Chanh hamlet 13 
miles south of Saigon. 
In the capital itself, police stopped 
two women in the Cholon section 
Friday night and found 22 plastic 
explosives and four pounds of other 
explosives along with a quantity of 
fuses, all concealed in their hand 
bags, military sources said. 


M ilitary 
spokesmen 
said 
Communist forces captured Xom 
Suoi hamlet 23 miles north of Saigon 
Friday morning and were continuing 
to 
hold 
it 
despite 
efforts 
by 
government troops and armored 
units to dislodge them. 
The latest drive into Xom Suoi 
came only a day after the South 
Vietnamese command reported that 
all of the 30 hamlets seized by the 
Communists last month had been 
cleared. Military spokesmen as late 
as Friday afternoon had reported no 
new hamlet seizures.

All 
figures are approximate. Making up 
the difference will be the expected 
state and federal grant in the 
amount of approximately $6,400,000 
and the $15 million Proposition D 
bond issue up for approval Tuesday. 
If approved, the $1.5 million revenue 
bonds sold would be paid off from an 
increase in city sewer rates from 
$2.50 to $5 monthly. 
Although the plan is of a regional 
concept, only city of Lompoc voters 
will be approving the go-ahead on 
the city’s participation.

Thieu opposes most of the points

He also has 
protested its proposed creation of a 
national council composed of his 


own government representatives, 
Viet Cong, and neutral participants 
to set up election procedures, even 
though it would permit him to 
remain in office until the election. 
Thieu’s alternative proposal, as 
outlined by the sources, would free 
the United States to withdraw from

prisoners and, at the same time, 
give Thieu the power to refuse a 
cease-fire or settlement of the war 
until he is satisfied with the terms 


he can obtain from Hanoi and the 
Viet Cong. 
When Kissinger was in Saigon two 
weeks ago. Thieu told a group of 
legislators the United States was 
free to negotiate with any country in 
an effort to end the war. Five days 
after Kissinger’s Oct. 22 departure, 
Thieu told another group of legis­ 
lators South Vietnam had the solid 
support of the United States and 
there would be no peace until he 
signed a treaty.

NEW YORK (UPI) -A high 
ranking U.S. Army officer said 
Friday the United States would 
retain a large group of civilian 
advisers in South Vietnam after 
American 
armed 
forces 
are 
withdrawn when a cease-fire goes 
into effect—a move that takes U.S. 
military assistance to Vietnam back 
to the beginning. 
The officer likened the group of 
civilian advisers to a brain trust 
made up largely of West Point 
graduates, 
but not in military 
service. They would train South 
Vietnamese officers in an informal 
continuation of the Vietnamization 
program, he said 
The program would, in effect, put 
the United States back where it was 
in 1954 when there were 685 U.S. 
military advisers in South Vietnam, 
a figure that reached 23,000 in 
1965—or 
one 
for 
every 30 
Vietnamese involved 
in the war 
effort. 
Terms 
of

agreement

Henry A. 
Kissinger and Le Due Tho, a 
member of the ruling Politburo in 
North Vietnam, calls for withdrawal 
of all U.S. forces 60 days after the 
cease-fire goes into effect.

Proposition 17: the death penalty

Next Tuesday, voters will decide 
whether to restore the death penalty 
for a limited number of specific 
crimes, or to uphold rulings of both 
the California arid U.S. Supreme 
Courts against the death penalty. 
Briefly the facts are these: On 
Feb. 18 of this year, the California 
Supreme Court ruled, 6-1 that the 
death 
penalty 
was 


unconstitutionally 
cruel 
and 
unusual. On June 29 the U.S. 
Supreme Court ruled, 5-4 that the 
death penalty was unconstitutional 
as presently used. 
When the California high court 
acted it ended the death sentences of 
102 men and three women who were 
awaiting the gas chamber at San 
Quentin. All the sentences were 
commuted to life in prison. In the 
past 34 years, 188 men and four 
women 
were executed 
at San 


Quentin, the latest on April 12, 1967. 
Since 1893 the state has executed 502 
persons including four women. 
The move to place the death 
penalty issue before the voters in 
the form of a ballot initiative, began 
soon after the California Supreme 
Court 
ruling. 
Nearly a million 
persons signed a petition asking for 
the right to vote on the question. 
They 
will 
get that chance 
in 
Proposition 17, the death penalty 
initiative. 


If voters approve the proposition, 
the following crimes would once 
again 
carry 
mandatory 
death 
penalty sentences in the view of 
proponents 1 ) The death of a prison 
guard at the hands of a life term 
inmate. 2) Causing a train wreck 
which results in bodily harm. 3) 
Treason 
against 
the 
State 
ot 
California. 4) Perjury in a capital 
case resulting in execution of an 
innocent man.

Reagan promises tax cuts because of sharing 


U AW strikes

United Auto Workers members at a Saginaw, Mich 
steering gear plant owned by General Motors Corp. walked 
off their jobs Friday evening, a move which could cripple a 
major portion of the auto industry. 
UAW local 699, representing 7,000 workers, had called a 
temporary halt to the proposed walkout Thursday evening, 
but failure to come to agreements over work speedups and 
health and safety factors brought the strike. 
The strike could paralyze ncrt only GM production, but 
could hobble production for other major builders of 
vehicles. The plant makes and sells parts for Ford Motor

and 
International Harvester, as well as other makers of heavy- 
duty equipment. 


BURLINGAME (U PI) - Across-the- 
board 
cuts 
in 
property 
taxes 
were 
promised by Gov Ronald Reagan Friday 
with $200 million California will receive in 
annual federal revenue sharing. 
But he warned that his plans could be 
jeopardized if Prop. 14, the Watson tax 
initiative, is passed next Tuesday. 
Reagan said the school finance and 
homeowner tax relief program will be 
submitted to the Legislature and to the 
people in a statewide referendum. 
“ The whole thrust of the program is to 
provide more aid for public schools, to 
simplify our outmoded school aid formula 


and to provide major property tax relief 
for homeowners." he told a Western 
Regional 
meeting of state and local 
government 
administrators to discuss 
implementation of the revenue-sharing 
plan passed by Congress earlier this year. 
“ We want to lift some of the burden of 
financing schools off the backs of the 
homeowners and shift a greater part of 
school financing to other sources. Revenue 
sharing is one of these." 
The governor, with Assembly Speaker 
Robert Moretti beside him, said that 
passage of Prop. 14 would take “ too big a 
bite" out of money now available for 


schools and require the state to make up an 
additional 
$1 
billion from other tax 
sources. 
Federal revenue sharing funds and other 
broader based state taxes, he said, would 
lead to a “ substantial" cut in property 
taxes. 


“ We know that at a minimum we can 
double 
the 
present 
homeowners' 
exemption," he said 
“ In addition, there could be an across- 
the-board property tax rollback that would 
add a certain percentage —not a great 
percentage, but a percentage — over and 


above the homeowners exemption, both to 
the homeowner and a certain reduction in 
all property taxes.” 
Reagan urged local governments to be 
cautious in using the revenue sharing 
funds. 


“ The wise use of such funds could be the 
first step to the federal government 
recognizing that it cannot only turn those 
monies over to the state and local 
governments but can begin to turn over the 
responsibilities that go with it that are now 
being handled by the federal government," 
he said.

Wage and price control meeting 


LONDON (U PI) —Prime Minister Edward Heath con­ 
ferred with his cabinet for nearly three hours Friday on 
compulsory wage and price controls to brake Britain’s 
accelerating inflation. 
After the meeting, he told a banquet honoring the 50th 
anniversary of the British Broadcasting Corp. (BBC) that 
“ responsibility now rests with the government. We shall 
discharge that responsibility.” 
Political sources predicted a compulsory wage-price 
freeze to last at least six months, followed by a “ more 
flexible system" to allow limited movement. 


Ulster violence 


BELFAST (U P I) —Bomb explosions shook two Northern 
Ireland towns early Friday and gunmen wounded two 
policemen in an ambush. The British army said soldiers 
captured another suspected leader of the Provisional Wing 
of the Irish Republican Army (IR A ). 
Police said a car packed with more than 200 pounds of 
dynamite exploded in downtown Magherafelt, 20 miles west 
of Belfast, and knocked down several houses. Another blast 
wrecked a bar owned by Dublin Justice Minister Des 
O’Malley’s father-in-law in Omagh, County Tyrone. 
A spokesman said the police were tipped off about the car 
in Magherafelt and evacuated the area before the 
explosion. No warning was given on the blast at the bar, but 
it was empty at the time. The explosions caused no injuries. 


Killer may have been thief

A woman parishioner, entering the church during the 
struggle, told police that the young man repeatedly stabbed 
and kicked the 64-year-old veteran of the French 
underground in World War II.

The private utility companies and the 
FCI must pay an annual contract fee to the 
city once the project is completed for their 
pro-rate share of the regional facilities 
operating and maintenance costs and 
contributions to the sinking fund. The 
Public Utility Commission prohibits the 
private utilities from realizing any profit 
01« the contributed capital or grant funds 
recei<-d The private utility may only earn 
a reasonable profit on its equity capital and 
not on contributed capital. 
A unique feature of the overall plan is the 
proposed 
built-in 
water 
reclamation 
facilities. This portion of the project, 
estimated to cost $1.1 million of the $9 3 
million, will provide for the reclamation of 
3,360 acre feet of reclaimed water per year 
which will be used to supplement depleting 
and deteriorating reserve water supplies in 
the valley. The operating costs to put 
reclaimed water back into the underground 
is $10 an acre foot compared to an 
estimated 
$200 
an 
acre 
foot 
for 
supplemental water from any other source. 
The potential annual savings over the cost 
of imported water is estimated at over one- 
half million dollars a yeaj*. 
The regional treatment facility will be 
built on the site of the present facility on 
Central Avenue. Because of this location, 
flood control becomes an important aspect 
of the project. The Brown and Caldwell 
engineers report has been reviewed by the 
Corps of Engineers and while the Corps 
feels that another site would be more 
desirable, it feels the protection designed 
into the preliminary plan will be adequate. 
The cost of providing flood protection for 
the project is estimated at $949,000. In an 
evaluation of another site,*it was estimated 
that the cost of the new plant would exceed 
the cost of improvements and additions to 
the existing plant by more than $1,000,000 
and significantly higher operating costs. 


In selecting the revenue bond route for 
financing, 
the 
requirement 
of 
grant 
conditions to establish a sinking fund was a 
deciding factor. Inasmuch as revenues 
would be higher than just the bond service, 
it was agreed to pledge them for the 
payment of the bonds, maintenance and 
operation costs and, from the surplus, 
make the required sinking fund payments. 
Additionally, it was felt by the Council 
members and others that the revenue bond 
constituted the fairest approach in that it 
levied the cost for the project against the 
users of the project. General obligation 
bonds, on the other hand, would levy the 
cost of the project against property taxes 
and therefore require payment from those 
who would not directly benefit. Revenue 
bonds also only require a simple majority 
vote while general obligation bonds require 
a two-thirds majority. 
Why is the project needed? 
The basic reason, according to David 
Larson of the State Water Quality Control 
Board, is that all significant sewage 
discharge requirements of the State are 
currently being violated by the City of 
Lompoc. Of particular concern, according 
to Larson, is the chronic violation of solid 
material in the discharge of both settleable 
and suspended solids. Of equal concern is 
the 
violation 
of 
appropriate 
health 
standards in the Santa Ynez River pollution 
associated 
with 
the 
local 
sewage 
discharge. 
All 
of 
the violations are 
attributable to the treatment facilities 
operating in excess of designed capacity. 


Larson explained that the Control Board 
has not severely cracked down on the city 
for the violations because “ they have been 
demonstrating darn good faith, along with 
the other participating agencies, to bring 
about a solution.” He said, however, that 
evidence of discontinuance of the good 
faith would result in strict enforcement.

surrender,

negotiated. 
The 
choreography of how one 
enters negotiations, what is 
settled first and in what 
manner, 
is 
inseparable 
from the substance of the 
issues. 
—To Saigon, the status of 
the N.L.F. cannot be a 
procedural 
matter 
For 
South Vietnam it has been 
very 
nearly 
the central 
issue 
of 
the 
war. 
Washington must bear at 
least some part of the 
resp o n sib ility 
for 
underestimating the depth 


and 
seriousness 
of 
this 
concern. 
—What is involved now is 
confidence 
in 
American 
promises. 
However 
fashionable it is to ridicule 
the terms “ credibility” or 
“ prestige” , they are not 
empty 
phrases; 
other 
nations 
can 
gear 
their 
actions to ours only if thev 
can count on our steadiness 
steadiness. In many parts of 
the world — the Middle 
East. 
Europe, 
Latin 
America, even Japan — 
stability 
depends 
on 
confidence 
in 
American 
promises. 
Unilateral 
withdrawal, or a settlement 
which 
unintentionally 
amounts to the same thing, 
could lead to the erosion of 
restraints and to an even 
more 
dangerous 
international situation. 
—It would be difficult to 
imagine two societies less 
meant to understand each 
other than the Vietnamese 
and the American. History 
and culture combine 
to

suspiciousness on the part 
of the Vietnamese. 


—To split Washington and 
Saigon has been a constant 
objective of Hanoi. If the 
Paris talks turn into an 
instrument to accomplish 
this, Hanoi will be tempted 
to use them for political 
warfare.

Several mothers attended 
the board meeting to learn 
the facts and protest her 
dismissal. As the meeting 
progressed and the red tape 
unraveled it was obvious 
that their decision was cut 
and dried and we might as 
well have saved our breath. 
We were speaking on behalf 
of our daughters, who felt it 
would not be the same 
without Dottie.

Tests by University of 
California 
Farm 
Advisor 
Lin Maxwell have proved 
the value of nitrogen in 
increasing beef production 
in Santa Barbara County. 
Maxwell, a cattle expert 
and 
county 
director 
of 
Agricultural 
Extension, 
said 
his studies 
showed 
cattlemen can net as high as 
one extra pound of beef 
from each pound of actual 
nitrogen applied to open 
grassland. Said Maxwell: 
“ One 
of 
the 
most 
important practices needed 
in Santa Barbara County 
range beef production is 
proper range fertilization. 
Thousands 
of 
acres 
of 
grassland 
need 
nitrogen, 
and some need phosphorus. 
“ Nitrogen 
is 
almost 
universally deficient, and in 
our tests we have obtained 
50 to 100 per cent more 
forage by applying 50 to 75 
pounds of actual nitrogen 
per acre.” 
The 
University 
of 
California farm advisor said 
the study showed that Santa 
Barbara County cattlemen, 
faced with rising taxes and 


unable to expand because of 
land scarcity, can reduce 
production costs 
through 
proper range fertilization 
Maxwell’s 
experiments 
were done on the Sisquoc 
Ranch near Santa Maria, in 
cooperation with William 
Caldera, 
ranch manager. 
They divided a 100-acre area 
approximately in half One 
section received 74 tons ot 
ammonia fertilizer applied 
by air. The other section 
received no fertilizer. 


Cows in the unfertilized 
area gained 2,800 pounds 
over 
a 
102-day 
period, 
calves in the same field 
gained 2,680. By contrast, 
cows in the fertilized field 
gained 4,440 pounds, and 
calves gained 4,675. The 
extra weight gained was due 
to the extra forage growing 
in the fertilized areas. 
Maxwell figured that the 
gross “ take” — in terms of 
meat sold — was $34.80 per 
fertilized acre, compared to 
$18 40 per unfertilized acre, 
not including the gains on 
the cows. 
“ The actual cost of the 
nitrogen applied was 13 8 


cents a pound." he said “ A 
pound of beef FOB the 
ranch is worth 25 to 40 
cents, depending on class 
and quality 
“ Therefore, a cattleman 
may net as much as 26 cents 
profit from each pound of 
nitrogen he applies.” 
Cooperating in the study 
were Dr. Bill Martin, U.C.

Ted Williams, Gale Sayers: 
two of a very special kind

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Within the space of a couple 
weeks recently Ted Williams 
and G a l e Sayers retired. 
Their departure created a 
hole in the sports world, a 
hole about the size of the 
Grand Canyon. 
Williams quit after four 
years of managing one of the 
foulest teams in all of base­ 
ball history, the Texas Rang­ 
ers. He said he was going 
fishing. Time will tell. He 
was last seen running like a 
lemming to the At l ant i c 
Ocgan. 
Sayers’ problem was a bit 
different. He could run no 
more. Once the most dazz­ 
ling, jaw-dropping of run­ 
ners, he was hobbled by 
knee injuries. In a preseason 
game, trying to come back 
on gimpy legs, he fumbled 
twice. On the first, the ball 
was immediately run back 
into his end zone for a touch­ 
down. The other time the 
fumble led to an opponent’s 
score. 
Chicago Bear coach Abe 
jGibron, who may be a tacti­ 
cian but not a very tactful 
one, said that he took Sayers 
out of the game because he 
did not want the opposition 
to score any more touch­ 
downs. This quote buckled 
the k n e e s of at least one 
newspaper reader. Sayer s 
quit shortly after, and will 
pursue off-season interests 
in telecasting and in stock 
brokerage. 
Williams and Sayers are 
two warm men, besides be­ 
ing two of America’s most 
dynamic sports personalities. 
As a p l a y e r , Williams 
would waggle his bat with 
fierce joy and t hen swat 
what in baseball parlance is 
called a frozen rope. As a 
manager, Williams had prob­ 
lems teaching the young men 
under him the tenuous de­ 
lights and theorems of per­ 
fection. Those good men Wil­ 
liams did develop, owner 
Bob Short seemed to trade 
or sell away. Finally Wil­ 
liams tossed up his arms, 
saying that his players con­ 
tinued to make high school 
mistakes.

As a man, Williams is a 
marvelous e n t i t y . He is 
quick-witted, expansive with 
anecdotes and, at age 54, is 
convincingly mellow f r o m 
his sometime sullen days as 
an athlete. 
He did something a couple 
years ago that will be for­ 
ever etched in the mind of 
two reporters. 
In spring training, man­ 
ager Williams and a young 
reporter were sitting alone 
in the dugout in Pompano 
Beach. Out of the corner of 
his eye, Williams saw an old 
retired newspaperman slow­ 
ly come down the stairs. “ I 
know him. Damn. What’s his 
name?” Williams said softly, 
quickly. The young reporter 
happened to know and whis­ 
pered it. Williams jumped 
up, walked over and shook 
the old guy’s hand, calling 
him by name, asking how he 
was.

“ He would throw the right 
side of his body on one side 
of the field and the left side 
of his body kept going down 
the left side,” Cosby once 
wrote. ‘‘And the defensive 
men didn’t k now who to 
catch. They just stood there. 
Then they looked to the ref­ 
eree for help, b e c a u s e 
there’s got to be a penalty 
against 
splitting 
yourself. 
But there’s not. I looked it 
up in the rule book and 
there’s no rule against split­ 
ting yourself in half.” 
Sayers, like Williams, is 
sensitive and discerning. His 
friendship with Brian Pic­ 


colo, which has been hoked 
up by a movie on the theme, 
showed this side of him. Pic­ 
colo was a white roommate 
and teammate. When Sayers 
was presented with the Most 
Courageous a w a r d at a 
sports writers dinner in New 
York in 1970 for his come­ 
back after knee surgery, he 
said in a moving speech that 
he was accepting for Brian 
Piccolo. Three weeks later, 
Piccolo died of cancer. 
Recently, bot h Williams 
and Sayers had instructional 
books published on their re­ 
spective art and science. But 
for all the charts and graphs 
and numbered points, the 
reader can n e v e r plumb 
their magic. 


No matter. The unique and 
wondrous human mysteries 
of Williams and Sayers have 
added a good dasl of joy to 
our lives. That’s all we need 
to know.

42. The Offensive Lob 


W h a t k i n d of s t r o k e 
should I use to make an of­ 
fensive lob?+ 
Use a full stroke without 
quite as much backswing 
but a good follow-through. 
You don’t need to take a 
big backswing b e c a u s e 
you’re not trying to hit the 
ball really hard in terms of 
velocity but you are trying 
to make it travel a fair dis­ 
tance. 
When many players lob 
they have a tendency to fall 
away from the ball. A lob 
should be a complete stroke 
and not a half stroke. When 
possible, step into the shot 
just as though you are hit­ 
ting a ground stroke. 


What is the best way to 
return an offensive lob? 
Always try to get it in the 
air as an overhead smash. 
That way you will not give 
up your offensive position at 
the net. 
When it’s a low-trajectory 
ball you’ve given the net 
away if you run back and 
let it bounce, assuming you 
can get to it. Whenever you 
can reach a ball in the air, 
even if it stretches you out
